It was a very sensible clergyman in Pitts­ 
burgh who recently road a paper upon the 
expensiveness of funerals; and they were 
very sensible colleagues who adopted bis 
views aa their opinion. Mere fashion Is 
nowhere more bateful than in the burying 
of the dead, and none the less hateful be­ 
cause it imposes enormous expenses upon 
those who cannot afford them. 
The sav­ 
ings of a year are often squandered in the 
idle ostentation ot a funeral. It is not un­ 
natural feeling among the poor that the 
last service they can render to a beloved 
friend snail not fall in any usual distinction 
and the result is that a living family is of­ 
ten straitened that a member of it may 
lie in a mahagony coffin and be followed 
by a long train of carriages to his grave. 
Reform most come from those who set the 
fashion, and a modest simplicity in funer­ 
als can be obtained only by the example of 
those who can aford to be extravagant. 
The worthy undertaker, who lives by 
the death of his fellow-cfeatures, Is natur­ 
ally desirous that grief shall be lavishly 
manifested, and he encourages to the ut­ 
most his solemo splendor. The young 
American used to be Shocked as he read in 
English stories of mutes and mourning car­ 
riages, ct men hired to wear the garb of 
sorrow, aud of grief measured b> a train of 
emptiness. Two or three years the move­ 
ment against this extravagance began in 
England, and it bas the public sympathy 
aud support of very eminent persons, 
It 
has shown itseli in this country by the com­ 
mon request, with the announcement of a 
death, that no flowers be sent. A simple 
and beautiful tribute has grown into an 
oppressive fashion, and certain flowers 
have become odio'19 to many persons trout 
their constant association with funerals. 
When such gilts are in truth the offerings 
ot love and sympathy, no symbols can be 
more touching, but the moment they spring 
from (he mere force of fashionable custom, 
and are sent to the house of mourning as 
gil ts are sent by formal acquaintances to a 
bride, with no more feeling than in the 
leaving ol ceremonious visiting cards, they 
are touching and significant no longer. The 
change in the mere fashion of flowers on 
such occasions can be carried by the same 
good sense into every other funeral extrav­ 
agance, so that the poor need no longer 
feel that their dead are slighted if they are 
not buried with ruinous expense.

Eye far Green Manure. 
The experiment which I tried labtfal! in 
aowioj; rye to be plowed under this spring 
is a decided huccee*. The rye bow coyer* 
the ground lo a dense mat, and by th- 
middle ol May will give several tons of 
green manure to be turned under. Much 
of this will be water ; but for the crop I 
intend to plant (potatoes) a good supply of 
moisture is quite aa important aa fertility. 
I more than half believe that one reason 
why potatoes are a better crop on rich 
soil than nu poor is because the rich soil 
retains moisture better in hummer droughts. 
A heavy growth of rye turned under in 
May wilt decompose rapidly, furnishing 
both heat and moisture to the growing 
crop. Even aa early as this. I can see that 
the rye is helping the land. IU roots draw 
moisture from the aoli which is thrown ort 
by the lea Yea, and also gives considerable 
drainage.^ 
l l VI 
ltye ia an excellent crop to sow in or­ 
chards to be plowed under aa grot n ma­ 
nure. \ oung ^.orchards should be kept 
exclusively in hoed crops ; but the serious 
difficulty is in finding manure to keep the 
soil ip condition. Six or ten acres kept in 
hoed crops every year will require all the 
manure .usually made on a hundred acre 
farm. Either the orchard must be neg ­ 
lected or profitable cultivation of the rest 
ol the farm abandoned. Clover wilt not 
help us out here, for good as clover h 
everywhere else, it is death to young trees. 
The clover plant makes its growth during 
the summer and its roots strike down* rob­ 
bing the trees of necessary 
moisture. 
What is needed for orchards Is a crop 
whose roots do not penetrate deeply, and 
which makes Its growth in fall or early 
spring while the trees are at rest. Eye 
answers these requirements exactly. Be­ 
sides, with rye as green manure the ground 
is plowed at seasons when injuries to the 
roots by plowing are mo-t easily repaired. 
When clover is plowed uoder lnmidsum 
mer, .tearing the roots of the trees often 
gives them a shock which does more Injury 
than the decaying clover can do good. 
On other grouud than orchard, clover 
will and should lie the main crop for plow­ 
ing under. But on every farm there will 
always be some corn or potato stubble 
which would remain bare during the win 
ter, and on such fields rye should alway* 
be sown. It is always injurious to land lo 
be left caked at any season, and during the 
winter a growth of rye is about the only' 
practical node of protecting it,—IT. J.

proper way to salt stock is to have the 
salt placed under cover, where they may 
get it every day if they wish. In this way 
they take up just what they want and no 
more, and, wade eating what is necessary 
tor them, they never take enough to do 
them injury. Thus cattle will seldom take 
more than an ordinary tablespoonful per 
day, and this is about what they would 
require in summer aa an aid to proper di- 
gebtion.—Chicago Prawn: Farmer,

The Duck Question. 
Again must we call the attention of breed­ 
ers to the profit in ducks, when properly 
cared for and whan there are facilities at 
hand tor breeding them properly. 
Many 
a termer has realized far more from breed­ 
ing ducks than he woald obtain tor his 
chickens, for they are very hardy, aud lay 
remarkably well during some ports of the 
season. As soon as they commence to lay 
the eggs should be carefully gathered and 
put aw ay; as soon as a ben (not a duck) 
wants to sit, set her with duck eggs, and 
let her hatch and care for the brood till 
they are able to care for themselves. A 
ben will care for a brood of duckling* h r 
better, ordinarily, than will aa old duck, if 
the ducks think they have laid enough 
eggs, and show unmistakable signs of want* 
ing to tit, put them into a convenient coop, 
put one of your moat vigorous young 
drakes with them, and they wilt soon be 
tiling to shell out eggs again, which 
should be set under hens as last as con­ 
venient, so as to bring as many hens out at 
time as possible, thereby lessening the 
cost of tending to them. A shallow tub, 
kept well filled with water, will afford 
plenty of bathing room for the ducklings 
until they are two or three months old, and 
perhaps longer.—Poultry WWIJ.

Ken 
tacky clothing Is In demand for the manufacture 
of cheviots, and in the absence et this description 
there la more demand for super pulled as a sub­ 
stitute, but, mind yon.pricee do not Improve, and 
the market generally is not so strong as laat 
week. Goods do not sell. Clothiers are sneer- * 
tam as to the quantity of goods bald over from 
th* unusually warm winter, and they hesitate to 
make ap large stocks, fn fact the same cantion 
la manifested in the clothing trale that prevail 
la all other departments of business, ana it la 
qnlte evident that low prices of wool are not go­ 
ing to tempt manufacturers to purchase In .he 
absence of a demand for good*. And that this 
demand will be less than laat year seems to be 
an assured fact. There are, or coarse, a good 
many mills that have told their goods and have 
all their machinery running on full time. but 
their mille are the exception. The clip of the 
country notwithstanding the falling off In the 
California product, will be larger than last year, 
and will comprise just those wools that are want­ 
ed ; and so long ae manufacturers are assured of 
this tact they can buy their stock In email qoan 
titles. Advices from the growing *ectlona In the 
west indicate that shearing ta well under way. 
and by the close of next week the clip will all be 
off. In some sections of Ohio there have been 
qaite extensive movements of the new clip et 30 
cents. In other sections the farmer* are not 
qnlte reedy to sell, and we beer of e very few 
enolce clips being sold et 33 cents. In Michigan 
the wool has begun to move et *5 cents, end In 
Indiana end Illinois et 20399 cents for unwashed 
wool that ran* largely to staple. In California 
the market ta very quiet and me transactions the 
Set week have been small. The demand for 
.literate wool here the past week bes been ex 
tremely light, and buyers are bot wining to par 
chase except at a concession from last week'* 
J rices, and they prefer to hold off even at lower 
gores. Borne choice lot* of old fine wool have 
been sold at 30)# cents, bat tbs purchases were 
all made by one mill. New York aute fleece that 
has been beld at 30 seats, end for which 85 cents 
was offered a few weeks ago, has been sold at Si 
cents, and the general tone of the market on nil 
descriptions is dull and weak. Palled wool has 
been taken quite freely, and the week’s sales 
comprise e large proportion of this description. 
Detains and combing are quiet, and Kentucky 
clot king drags even at low prices. It is very ev­ 
ident that a more conservative policy marks tbe 
operations of msnnfsctnrers ana dealers in mak 
log their purchases this season, and when wools 
in the country are held above their value In this 
market they are let severely alone.”
